Baseball Never 
Tires A Paliea

Pete White, the business manager of the newly formed 
Torrance Red Devils who will compete in a Connie Mack 
League this summer, ^couldn't have made a wiser or better 
choice in the selection of a manager than Ambrose "Bo" 
Pallca, fast becoming the city's "grand ole man of baseball". 

Despite a seemingly two-strike handicap with a name 
like Ambrose, Paliea has a 
brilliant baseball career both 
behind him as a player and 
youth baseball coach--and in 
"front of him, thanks to a pin­ 
point sharp baseball brain 
a zestful attitude towards the 
sport and the youth of the 
city.

And as if managing one 
club doesn't produce enough 
headaches, Paliea has three 
teams to command. But you

of 19, as of September 1. Bo 
pilots the "Old Pros" in a 
slo-pitch softball league, and 
the Beavers in the Babe Ruth 
League.

Youth baseball folowers are well aware of Palica's 
ability to handle the assorted problems which are connect­ 
ed with kids and baseball.

Last year Bo piloted the local Babe Ruth League all- 
stars to the Southern California championship. Five years 
earlier he was manager of the National Little League's all- 
star club which made it to the regional playoffs in Santa 
Monica.

He has an illustrious baseball family, with "little broth­ 
er" Erv Paliea still pitching in the Pacific1 Coast League 
with the Seattle Rainiers. Brother Nick who also coaches 
the Red Devils is co-holder of an all-time professional 
baseball base stealing record, and his son, Erv, led Tor­ 
rance High School and the Pioneer League in batting this 
season with a .414 percentage.

Bo himself had several trials in the big leagues going
up three times to the .Cleveland Indians but never quite 
sticking. His best year as a pitcher was when he compiled 
a 23-10 record in Class B ball.

Few people are aware of it, but he also helped pitch 
the old minor-league Baltimore franchise to the Little 
World Series title in 1944 and he had a 1-1 record, in the 
'Series itself.

Paliea manages the same way he played to win, and 
he makes no bones about it.

Perhaps that is why his record is so enviable, his team 
so tough to beat, and why he always seems to be called on j 
to "take over" when the competition gets tough.

Pete White, the business manager who saw the Red 
Devils through from conception of an idea to the actual 
fielding of the team, knew this when he approached Paliea 
to manage the club.

Bo responded whole-heartedly, and said "Yoir get the 
sponsor, I'll get the players".

The Red Devils can draw players from a 30-mile ra­ 
dius of Torrance, providing the city they draw from doesn't 
already have a Connie Mack League team.

Paliea has "beat the bushes" as the saying goes and 
has come up with a 13-player squad that'll do the city, the 
sponsor and the manager proud before a 14-game schedule 
is completed in mid August. Two games with the Dodger 
rookies are included in the schedule, and post-season tour­ 
neys and playoffs are also set.

Paliea has been in more spirie-tinglers than a chiro­ 
practor and you can bet that more are due for his club (s) 
this summer.

With the birth of the Red Devils, who skyrocketed off 
the ground faster'n one of their sponsors' products, it is 
now possible for boys 8 to 18 in this area to compete in 
organized and competent youth baseball leagues.

Because of the late start in the organization of the 
team, Paliea had to "take what was left" of the home-play' 
ing dates at Torrance Park because of the two Junior Ameri 
can Legion teams which also make use of the field in week­ 
ends.

George Vico, the ex-major league slugger and newest 
city councilman, and brother Nick will assist in the coach­ 
ing.

When it comes to baserunning, there aren't many 
teachers who could run as well as Nick. Bp reminds us 
that his brother is co-holder with Pete Reiser for most 
thefts of home plate in one season in organized baseball- 
eight. "He really had the ninth one, but the ump called 
him out", Paliea recalls.

Ambrose-er, Bo is a parcel post mailman when he's 
not managing, coaching or playing slo-pitch, which takes up 
just about every evening of the week.
